Isobe (JP 9-58227) is seen to constitute the closest prior art of record (described 
in Paragraph 2 of previous communication), in this instance, however, the first and 
second tapered portions contact one another at a point that is significantly axially inward 
of the second base point and one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
would not have found it obvious to modify the tire of Isobe in accordance to the claimed 
invention.
